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Two BCC Faculty Members Receive 
Chancellor’s Award for Excellence 


Two members of the faculty have 
received the 1989 Chancellor's Award 
for Excellence. 

Alist of 132 classroom teachers, librar- 
ians and professional service employ- 
ees was released by SUNY Chancellor 
D. Bruce Johnstone who said of the 
recipients that their efforts ““\demon- 
strated outstanding performance and 
reflect the recognition and respect of 
colleagues, students, and your campus 
president.” 

The Award winners at Broome 
Community College for Excellence in 
Teaching are: 

Francis Battisti, Assoc. Professor, 
Social Science 
Michael Kinney, Professor, Music 

As a result of being recipients of the 
Chancellor's Award, Professors Kinney 
and Battisti will also rece.ve the BCC 
Foundation’s Faculty/Staff Award. 
These awards carry a cash stipend and 
are given by the Foundation in recog- 
nition of the excellence displayed by 
these two professionals. The Foundation 
awards will be presented at the 
President's Round Table Luncheon, to 
be held in October. 

In material provided to the awards 
committee, Professor Battisti was de- 
scribed as a dedicated professional 
who wears many hats. He is an edu- 
cator, a practicing psychotherapist and 
aconsultant on wellness, stress manage- 
ment, retirement planning, manage- 
ment profiles and interpersonal com- 
munication. He has written several 
works on stress management which 
have been published. Professor Battisti 
has served on numerous campus com- 
mittees, developed and taught several 
community education courses and pre- 
sented many workshops for the college 
community. 

Professor Battisti has brought a great 
deal of expertise to his teaching. He has 
been very innovative with regard to 
instructional design and recently devel- 
oped a new course entitled, “Introduc- 
tion to Social work.” 

Professor Battisti’s enthusiasm abounds 
in the classroom. According to his Chair- 
person, “Professor Battisti enjoys a high 


student rating.” One of his colleagues 
has described the classroom environ- 
ment as extremely “Learner-friendly.” 
Colleagues refer to him as being an 
excellent instructor with a special talent 
for communicating ideas. 

Professor Battisti has also excelled in 
community service. He has been de- 
scribed by a colleague as an “excellent 
Ambassador for the College.” He is a 
sought after speaker on the topics of 
stress and wellness. Professor Battisti 
recently co-authored a T.V. screen-play 
as part of a four-part series for WSKG 
Public Television dealing with teenage 
stress. He has been called upon to 
provide lectures, counseling and to 
conduct seminars for various clubs and 
organizations in the professional com- 
munity. 

In nominating material sent to the 
Awards Committee, Professor Kinney 
has been described as the driving force 
in music education at BCC. Upon his 
arrival, Professor Kinney took over a 
modest music program which in its time 
fulfilled the college need for a variety of 
liberal arts electives. He found the 
program short of what area music 
interests required and of what the 
college could produce. After two years, 
the enrollment in music classes doubled 
and it continues to grow. Courses in 
woodwind, opera, guitar and jazz 
improvisation are among those added 
to a strengthened core offering of ap- 
plied music and theory. 

The praise for Professor Kinney’s pro- 
gram development and for his classes 
run very high. The excellent marks 
given Professor Kinney by his students 
have been consistent in evaluation after 
evaluation. His class has been “an 
inspiration,” one writes. “The best teach- 
er I have ever had,” says another. 
Equally frequent are the comments 
from students which attest to his pa- 
tience. “If you don't understand it, he 
will go over it with you until you do,” a 
student says. This voice again speaks for 
many. 

Professor Kinney’s work with his stu- 
dents does not end in the studio or the 
classroom, Student musicians are pro-

vided with many opportunities to play 
before an audience. Under his leader- 
ship, they appear with regularity at 
formal and informal campus functions. 
The campus community now looks 
forward to the recital that opens a 
meeting beginning a new semester or 
to the jazz rhythms that accompany a 
faculty luncheon. And this student ac- 
tivity does not end at the campus 
borders. Every semester Professor 
Kinney arranges music programs for 
retirement homes and service organiza- 
tions. Few issues of the weekly Campus 
Communicator do not advertise a 
musical event of some kind arranged 
by Professor Kinney. 

Professor Kinney’s energy and the 
scope of his accomplishements include 
many other endeavors. The BCC Arts 
Council sponsorship of musical perform- 
ance, all organized by Professor Kinney, 
brings to the campus local as well as 
nationally and internationally ac- 
claimed musicians. he is also the 
college composer in residence. It is 
hardly possible to convey the experi- 
ence of listening to his “Hym for All 
Time,” scored for forty brass instruments, 
composed for the college’s fortieth 
anniversary. 

“The Chancellor's Award is much 
deserved by these two professionals. 
The Broome Community College com- 
munity is proud of the recognition 
bestowed upon our colleagues and 
appreciate sharing in this honor,” said 
Dr. Donald A. Dellow, BCC President.

Broome Community College Offers New 
Program: Physical Therapist Assistant 


“Pursuant to Section 237 of the Education, 
Law, lapprove the amendment of the Master 
Plan of the State University of New York to 
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authorize Broome Community College to 
offer a physcial therapist assistant program 
leading to the associate in Applied Science 
(AAS.) degree”, began a letter received 
from Governor Mario M. Cuomo. 

This two-year course of study will prepare 
students to carry out planned patient care 
programs under the supervision of a licensed 
physical therapist in hospitals, nursing 
homes, sports medicine clinics and other 
helath care facilities that provide physical 
therapy services. Patients include people of 
all ages who are disabled by illness or 
accident or who were born with a handicap. 

The physical therapist assistant program 
has been developed over the past year by 
College officials in collabroation with an 
advisory committee composed of physical 
therapists from the local community. “The 
program will help address the problem of 
severe shortages of personnel in the field of 
physical therapy,” said Nancy W. Waterman, 
PT who is the new Physical Therapist Assistant 
Department Chairperson. 

The physical therapist assistant is a skilled 
health technician who works under the 
supervision of a physcial therapist. A planned 
patient care program is carried out by the 
assistant following established procedures. 
The extent to which the physical therapist 
assistant is involved in treatment depends 
upon the policies of the facility of employ- 
ment, the supervising therapist and the 
patient. 

Treatments given by the physical therapist 
assistant include execrcises for increasing 
strength, endurance, coordination and 
range of motion; the use of heat, cold 
electricity, sound and water to relieve pain 
and stimulate muscle activity; instructuion in 
activities of daily living and the use of 
assistive devices such as walkers, crutches 
and wheel chairs. The physical theraist 
assistant also assists the the Physical Therapist 
in performing tests, evaluations and complex 
treatment procedures and observes and 
reports patient responses to treatment. 

Physical therapist assistants work in hospi- 
tals, nursing homes, rehabilitation centers, 
private-practice offices, developmental cen- 
ters, psychiatric centers and other facilities 
where there is a supervising physical thera- 
pist available. 

“Students who will succeed in the program 
should have a strong background of scien- 
tific study in high school including biology, 
chemistry and two years of mathematics. At 
BCC, the PT student will study human biology, 
ma Gl es er | joy lay a Ge Al eer > 
psychology and English as well as the 
professional course designed just for the 
physical therapist assistant, “ said Ms. 
Waterman. 

“The emplyment outlook for the physical 
therapist assistant is excellent. At the present 
time, there is a shortage nationwide and this 
shortage is expected to remain for some 
time,” she added. 

While this course of study is designed to 
prepare the student to function in a particular 
position, it is possible to continue on to 
become a physical therapist at the bacca- 
laureate or master’s degree level.

This spring, after a year-long nation- 
wide search, Broome Community 
College announced the appointment of 
Bryan K. Blanchard as the new Vice 
President for Academic Affairs, 

Dr. Blanchard comes to BCC from 
Greenfield Community College in 
Massachusetts where he was Chief 
Academic Officer. 

Dr. Blanchard brings to BCC his expe- 
rience in community college teaching, 
student services, continuing education, 
financial management, long range 
planning, public relations, and in devel- 
oping support for higher education. His 
experience has been on community 
college campuses, in statewide plan- 
ning, with regional and national manage- 
ment centers, andina higher education 
center. 

From 1977 to 1979, he served as the 
Executive Director of the New Jersey 
Commission on the Mission, Financing, 
and Governance of the County Com- 
munity Colleges. In that capacity, Dr. 
Blanchard had a unique opportunity to 
view in detail the operation of eighteen 
community colleges. He also served as 
the sole academic dean at the Lincoln 
Campus of the Community College of 
Rhode Island (a campus with an enroll- 
ment of over 5,000 students) and devel- 
oped the Off-Campus Program at that 
institution into a sizable operation 
serving over 3,000 students. 

Dr. Blanchard’s professional career, 
and graduate training as a Kellogg 
Community College Leadership Fellow, 
has focused his research interests exclu- 
sively on the community college as an 
instrument of social change and indi- 
vidual growth. 


Soviet Delegation 
Tours Broome 
Community 
College Campus 


Broome Community College had the 
rare opportunity to play host to a 
delegation from the Soviet Union. 

Mayor Vladimir Ogonkov, of the city 
of Borovichi led a delegation to the 
college campus as a part of the Sister 
Cities International project. The day’s 
activity began when the Soviet dele- 
gation had a morning breakfast with 
college staff and students, followed by 
a tour of the campus. 

One of the Soviet visitors was Grigori 
Kashevarov, Physics Teacher at 
Borovichi Pedagogical College. The 
full delegation, and especially Mr. 
Kashevarov, were interested in learn- 
ing about the community college 
movement in the United States. As a 
result of glasnost, the Soviets expressed 
an interest in the possibility of student 
and faculty exchanges between the 
Borovichi Pedagogical College and 
Broome Community College. 

According to BCC President Donald 
A. Dellow, the visitors were fascinated 
with the amount of freedom that our 
students have in choosing their courses 
of study. Mr. Kashevarov indicated that 
in the coming year students at his 
institution would have more opportuni- 
ties to select courses of interest to them. 
However, he indicated it would still be 
a far cry from the American system.

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Another highlight of the Soviet visit 
was the genuine interest the Soviets had 
in the student body at Broome Com- 
munity College. The Soviet delegation 
actively sought discussions with students. 
One of the most fascinating reactions of 
the Soviet delegation was in response to 
President Dellow’s statement that the 
student newspaper could be openly 
critical of anyone on campus, including 
himself. According to Dellow, “At first the 
Soviets thought we were joking, but 
then, their response was one of incre- 
dulity. The Soviets at that point truly 
understood one of the underpinnings of 
American democracy. They may not 
have agreed with us, but they certainly 
had a glimpse of democracy in a 
typical American setting.”
